“ If General Hamilton’s Usures lie 
correct, then Washington was never 
‘in debt’ in any sense of the word. 
Corbett and the* World seem to think 
differently.— [Baltimore Gazette. 
The accomplished writer in the Ga­ 
zette, who at one neriotl of hi*» life care­ 
fully Investigated at least tin* military 
part of Washington’s career, and pub­ 
lished the result in volumes which 
form an interesting part of our histor­ 
ical literature, ought not to have tallen 
into so many mistakes as he has given 
us occasion to rectify. 
He seems to 
have/or,t/off e/i more American history 
than most of his countrymen ever 
knew. 
He says if H am ilton’s figures 
be correct, Washington was never an 
instant in debt to-the treasury in any 
sense of the treasury in any sense of 
the word. The following ext racts from 
Hamilton’s figures will enable readers 
to judge:

The following extract from H am il­ 
ton’s “Justification” would have suf­ 
ficed to settle this question, even w ith­ 
out the foregoing figures, which were 
certified by James Nourse, the Regis­ 
ter, as “extracted from tin* books of 
the Treasury.” 
Hamilton said: “ I 
knew that no possible risk could at­ 
tend the advance. 
The estate of the 
President was answerable in ease of 
death or other prematuro vacancy-” 
If lie was not in debt, how could the 
money have been “advanees?" 
How 
could his estate have been answerable 
for money which he did not owe? We 
quote again from the Baltimore Ga­ 
zette t 
“We have not at hand the Aurora or 
•Peter Porcupine, and w e are pleasant­ 
ly conscious of the privation, tor surely 
there is nothing in our political story 
more hideous than the gibbering slan­ 
ders put in circulation by those reck­ 
less ‘foreigners,’ Duane uml C'obbett. 
It was with the former that originated 
the libel that Washington was always 
in debt to the Government—with tiie 
latter, the equally offensive one that 
he made a boast of bis disinterested­ 
ness.” 
Duane was not a foreigner; lie was 
born in the State of New York, near 
iatke (Tiamplain. 
He was not editor 
of the Aurora when the salary expo­ 
sure was made, nor till about four 
years afterward. He could not have 
been the “Calm Observer,” for it was 
only in that very year that lie return­ 
ed to this country after an absence 
since he was eleven years of age. H is 
parents were Irish immigrants, and 
after the death of his father his mo­ 
ther returned to Ireland, taking her 
only son with her. He went thence 
to Calcutta and edited the World, the 
first, or one of the first newspapers 
published in the Fast. The English 
authorities suppressed his pajter and 
sent him to England for his too bold 
exercise of the freedom of the press. 
After vainly seeking redress from 
Parliament and the East India Com­ 
pany, lie edited in London the (Uñe­ 
ra I Advertiser, which afterwards be­ 
came the famous London Time». The 
Auroro was owned und edited hy Ben­ 
jamin Erunklin Bache, a grandson of 
Franklin. 
When Bache fell a victim 
to the yellow fever in the autumn of 
1798, (three years after the salary sen­ 
sation,) his widow continued the pub­ 
lication. She soon employed and af­ 
terwards married Dunne, who thus be­ 
came editor of the chief Democratic 
organ. 
He contributed powerfully to 
Jefferson's first election. 
It is not true 
that Cohbett co-operated with Duane 
or Bache. 
During his publication of 
Porcupine's Gazette he was a furious 
Federalist uml lampooned Baclie und 
Duane with a skill which only he pos­ 
sessed. It is not true that* Cohbett 
“originated” the comments on Wash­ 
ington's professions of disinterested­ 
ness; they were started in an editorial 
in Bache's Aurora, replying to an ar­ 
ticle supposed to be Hamilton’s In 
Noah ANebster’s New York Minerva. 
When, after Cobbett’s return to Eng­ 
land, lie published the twelve volumes 
of selections from his American writ­ 
ings, he inserted among them somu 
of the attacks on W ashington us curi­ 
ous information for English readers. 
While he was in America he made a 
long defense of W ashington against 
the virulent attack of Thomas Paine. 
We quote again from the Gazette: 
“ Wtisliington’s legal pomp! 
Have 
our New York friends ever seen the 
modest mansions 
in 
Philad elpliia 
and Germantown, which were the 
•palaces' then. 
Either would go into 
Mr. A. T. Btewnrt’s kitchen, and be 
easily covered hy General Grant’s sta­ 
bles. And as to the coach and four? 
Every Virginia and some Philadelphia 
gentlemen of that day drove four 
horses. 
There are living now those' 
who remember them. 
It was no more 
a sign of ‘regal pomp’ than W ashing­ 
ton’s black suit and sword und pow­ 
dered hair. 
It was the mark of a gen­ 
tleman, and we should say of a South­ 
ern gentleman, but that we remember 
Mr. Jefferson wore a red wuisteoat 
and hitched his horse to the Capitol 
palings.” 
W ashington’s house in Philadelphia 
was the mansion of Robert Morris. 
W ashington him self said of it in u 
letter to Sear, Ills private Secretary: “ It 
is, I believe, the best single house in 
the city. 
Yet, without auditions It is 
inadequate to the commodious accom­ 
modation of my family. These addi­ 
tions I believe will be made. 
* 
* 
There are good stables, but for twelve 
horses only, und a coach house, which 


will hold ail my carriages.” 
We 
know no authority (aside from tlicG/t- 
zette) for the statement that a coach 
and four was customary with gentle­ 
men of that period, 
lie this as it may, 
Washington on State occasions gener­ 
ally used a couch and six, and lie kept 
postillions us well as a coadunan. 
Will the writer who seems so amused, 
or at least surprised, ut our allusion to 
W ashington’s “almost regal pomp,” 
take Jefferson as an authority? He 
said (Works, vol. 7, pp. 1107-8): ‘‘When 
1 joined the Government in March, 
1790, at New York, 1 was much aston­ 
ished at the mimicry 1 found estab­ 
lished of royal forms and ceremonies. 
I took occasion, at various times, of 
expressing to General Washington my 
disappointment at these symptoms of a 
change of principle, and that I found 
them encouraged by the forms and 
ceremonies which I found prevailing 
not at all in character with the sim­ 
plicity of Republican Government, 
and looking as If wishfully to those of 
European courts.” 
Washin* ton ex­ 
plained as being little versed in such 
matters, he had asked those about 
him to decide on the forms. 
“The 
task,” says Jefferson, “was assigned 
particularly to General Knox, a man 
of parade, and to General Humphreys 
who had resided some time at a for­ 
eign court.” 
Near the beginning of 
the second term W ashington referred 
the subject to his ( 'aliinet for advice as 
to revising the existing forms. 
Jeffer­ 
son and Hamilton favored more sim­ 
plicity; Knox and Randolph opiiosed 
any change; and the Cabinet being 
equally divided, no change was made. 
We will add nothing but an authentic 
description, 
tty a friendly 
pen, of 
W ashington’s Philadelphia levee: 
“At 3 o’clock all the chairs having 
been removed, the door was opened, 
and the President, usually surrounded 
hy members of his Cabinet or other 
distinguished men, was seen by the 
approaching visitor standing before the 
fire-place, his hair jwiwderedand gath­ 
ered behind in a silk bag, coat and 
breeches of plain black velvet, white 
or pearl-colored vest, yellow gloves, a 
cocked lint, in his hand, ami a long 
sword, with a finely wrought and glit­ 
tering steel hilt, the coat worn over it, 
and its scabbard of polished white 
leather. 
On these occasions he never 
shook hands even with his most in­ 
timate friends. 
The name of every 
one was distinctly announced, and he 
rarely forgot a jierson who had been 
once introduced to him. The visitor 
was received with a dignified bow, 
and [ Hissed on to another part of the 
room. At a quarter past 3 the door 
closed, the gentlemen present moved 
into a circle, and he proceeded, begin­ 
ning at his right hand, to exchange a 
few words with each. 
When the cir­ 
cuit was completed he resumed his 
first position, aiul the visitors ap­ 
proached him in succession, bowed 
and retired." 
With this exception of not exact­ 
ing court dresses for the visitors, this 
differed little from the ceremonial 
stiffiiess[of a royal levee.

The following is a brief account of her 
late trip, furnished by one of her offi­ 
cers. 
W <? took our departure from Cape 
Flattery <»n tlie morning «if the 17th 
ult, and between that tim e and the 
30th, ran a distance of 1,114 miles. 
O11 the great circle route, between 
Cape Flattery and Atclia, in the A leu­ 
tian group, we sounded several tim es 
inside w ith a 1,000 fathom line, more 
for the purpose of thoroughly testing 
the working of our apparatus than for 
any other reason. 
When at the dis­ 
tance of 207 m iles from Cape Flattery, 
the depth of w ater suddenly decreased 
from about 1,000 fathoms to less than 
600 fathoms, slow ing the existence of 
a subm arine m ountain, nearly 2,500 
feet ¡11 height. 
From this m ountain 
to the position of our last cast, we 
found the surface of the ocean bed to 
increase in depth in a ratio of about a 
fathom to the mile. The last cast was 
ill a depth of 2,534 fathoms, in lati­ 
tude 53 degrees 56 m inutes, longitude 
153 west. 
W hen having hut a sm all 
am ount of coal on hand, we put back 
for tlfis port. 
Our apparatue worked 
adm irably. S ir W 111. Thompsons m a­ 
chine w’ith piano wire is undoubtedly 
the heat apparatus for sounding pur­ 
poses now know’ll. 
A t each cast spe­ 
cim ens of the ocean bed, and of the 
under surface w ater were brought up, 
as well as tlie tem perature of the w a­ 
ter w ithin a few’ feet of the ocean bed. 
At each east boats were sent aw ay 
from the ship, and the set and strength 
of the under surface, and surface cur­ 
rents determined. 
After coaling she 
will put to seu again with as little de­ 
lay as possible, and sound as much 
further to westward as possible before 
he w inter gales set in.

Society is constantly agonizing (?) 
over the im proper training of young 
women, w ithout suggesting any prae- 
eal remedy. 
How to substitute indus­ 
try, economy and robust health for 
idleness, extravagance and pale-faced 
beauty is a problem easy of discussion, 
but difficult of practical solution. 
A 
remedy can come but from one source, 
and that source must be the action of 
intelligent, common-sensed mothers; 
m others who will cut loose from the 
stereotyped tram m els of fashion, and 
who will devote them selves to the full, 
real, physical and m ental development 
of their daughters, 
A great struggle 
is now going 011 in San Francisco (o 
secure better industrial training for 
girls, and th e subject lias called forth 
an able article from a correspondent 
of the Erening J'ost, signing him self 
“Old Haw,” which is w orthy of care­ 
ful perusal. 
The portion of the letter 
which seems most to the jKiint, is here 
subjoined: 
As girls are at present trained uud 
«•dueuted they are totally unfitted for 
the practical duties of life; this all 
m ust adm it w ho duly consider the 
subject. The whole system is wrong 
from root to branch—as wrong for 
those who are well provided for and 
who ifo not expect to earn their own 
living, as for those who have nothing 
buL themselves to depend upon for a 
livelihood. 
Let them be first taught 
th a t “effem inacy” is not beauty, but 
that robtlst health and perfect physi­ 
cal form are the perfection of beauty; 
th a t physical culture and development 
are as essential for one sex as for the 
other, and absolutely im perative for a 
life of health and enjoyment. 
Then 
let girls be taught in professions ami 
callings th at will develop the physical 
nature, m ake them self-reliant anti 
independent—able to “ hoe their own 
ro w ” —and not be the helpless, w orth­ 
less dolls they are a t present. 
The 
gra«*«*s ami refinem ents need not be 
neglected; uud a real lady m ay be 
none the less so, because she is compe­ 
tent to stand up independently ami 
fight her way with the sterner sex in 
the battle of life, able to fulfill all its 
duties as well as enter into Itsliigh- 
ost enjoym ents. 
Let the girls us well 
as boys be taught practically how to 
live, amt with this he taught the 
mcuns ef securing u living; that labor 
of the proper kind is 11 pleasurable ac­ 
com plishm ent—not a drudgery; ami 
th a t by mcaiiH of it only can they be 
fitted for the pleasures as well as the 
responsibilities of life.

JtofleUsi Irratd. 
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Milk as a Remedy. 


Considerable has l>een lately said in 
medical journals concerning the value 
of milk as u remedial agent in certain 
diseases. An interesting article upon 
this subject lately appeared in the 
London Milk Journal, in which it is 
stated on the authority of Dr. Benja­ 
min Clarke that in the East Indies 
warm milk is used to a great extent as 
a specific for diarrhoe. A pint every 
lour hours will check th- most violent 
diarrlue, stomach ache, incipicntiehol- 
era and dysentery. The milk snould 
never be boiled, but only heated suffi­ 
ciently to bo agreeably warm, not too 
hot to drink. Milk which has been 
boiled is unfit for use. This writer 
gives several instances to show the 
value of this simple substance in ar­ 
resting this disease, among which is 
the following. The writer says : “ it 
has never failed in curing iii six to 
twelve hours, ami T have tried it, I 
should think, fifty times. 1 have also 
given it to a dying man who had been 
subject to dysentery for eight months, 
laterly accompanied by one continual 
di&rrhee; and it acted on him like a 
charm. In two days his diarrlue was 
gone; in three weeks he became a hale, 
fat man, and now nothing that may 
hereafter occur will ever shake his 
faith in hot m ilk.” A writer also com­ 
municates to the Methodirt Timen and 
Gazette a statement of the value of 
milk iu twenty-six cases of typhoid 
fever, in every one of which its great 
value was apparent. 
It checks diar- 
rhuq and nourishes and cools the body. 
People suffering from disease, require 
food quite as much us those in health, 
and much more so in certain diseases 
where there is rapid waste of the sys­ 
tem. Frequently all ordinary food in 
certain cases is rejected by the stomach 
and even loathed by the" patient; but 
nature, ever beneficent, has furnished 
a food that in all diseases is beneficial, 
in some directly curative. Such food 
is milk, the writer in the journal last 
quoted, Dr. Alexander Yale, after giv­ 
ing particular observations upon the 
points above mentioned, viz:, its ac­ 
tion in checking diarrlue, its nourish­ 
ing properties, and its action in cooling 
the body, says: “ We believe th at milk 
nourishes in fever, promotes sleep, 
wards off delirium, soothes the intes­ 
tines, and in fine, is thesinr qua non in 
typhoid fever.” 
We have also tested 
the value of m ilk in scarlet fever, and 
learn that it is now recommended by 
the medical faculty in all cases of this 
often very distressing children's dis­ 
ease. Give all the milk the patient 
will take, even during the period of 
thej greatest fever; it keeps up the 
strength of the patient, acts well upon 
the stomach, and is in every way a 
blessed thing in this sickness. Parents, 
remember it, and do not fear to give it 
if your dear ones are afflicted with this 
disease.
